Its usefulness to the ama- 
teur is limited, because nowhere are common 
names given. A forty-five page introduction 
gives elementary information on the botany 
and general cultivation of cacti. Excellent il- 
lustrations from photographs. Useful for ref- 
erence; printed in England.

Lincoln’s friend and law partner devoted him- 
self for twenty-five years to the collection of 
Lincoln material in the form of letters, inter- 
views with associates and relatives, and records 
of all kinds. All biographers depended on his 
work but disagreed with him about the need 
of complete frankness; the Nicolay and Hay 
biography was censored by Robert Lincoln, and 
Herndon’s own work was weakened by his 
collaborator’s suppression of facts. This book 
is made of Herndon’s letters to biographers, 
in which he gave freely of the results of his 
researches, and of the letters he received from 
many informants. It is invaluable source ma- 
terial, never before available, bringing into 
the open such topics as Nancy Hank’s illegiti- 
macy, Lincoln’s legitimacy, his periods of 
mental instability, and his unhappy marriage. 
It is, however, both repetitious and undiscrimi- 
nating, presenting opinions as facts, and it 
will not be liked by admirers who do not 
share Herndon’s conviction that Lincoln’s 
greatness cannot be impaired by the truth.
